INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC SPREAD- 
IK BTTT NO OCCASM ' 
. FO R ALAR JL 

'WhMh0r or not the influenza epi- 
demic, whieli has caused such serious 
concern throughout the country dur- 
ing the past ten days, is of German 
origin, the number of its victims has 
recently been increasing so rapidly 
that drastic steps throogliout the na- 
tion are called for. 

The latest reports from the Sur- 
geon-General's OfQce unfortunately 
indicate that the disease is as yet 
unchecked In army camps, and the 
Government haa considered it neces-' 
sary to issue a warning to the effect 
that all possible steps should be taken 
to prevent coaditions from beccpnlpg 
even worae throughout the country. 
It is said that reports have been re- 
ceived showing the presence of the 
dispute in every one of our States ex- 
cept five. The condition at our Na- 
tional Capital, with its overcrowded 
offices, hotels and dwellings, has be- 
come so serious that extraordinary 
precautions are being taken — orders 
have been issued for the immediate 
closing of theatres, dance halls, 
moving picture houses, etc. Tlve 
Washington schools have already 
been closed, and the time of opening 
stores and public offices is also reg- 
ulated in order to alFafd daa^wrous 
cio#ded coadltiona on street cars. 
Tha hospttala are already Ulled to 
*eai^ty and two buildings have 
been tdLcn over by the Government 
to be iised for the treatment of war 
workers. Unforiunately the condition 
in Washington seems to be a fair 
example of the situation in over- 
crowded districts in many other 
parts of the country, and there is 
need for complete co-operation on the 
part of the public authorities and 
people generally trfaarsver tlia? dis- 
ease appears. 

While the situation In certain 
parts ot thf country is undeniably 
acute on account of the large nuim- 
ber of pcnsaa affected, lortan&tely, 
in alnioat.0vary.|9P|aif^.|l» health 
authorltica are proving able to check 
the spread of tha diaesse shortly af- 
ter its appearance^ moreover the 
percentage of fatalities is compara* 
tively small. People should bear in 
mind the fact, however, that there 
is no reason for any great alarm or 
I>anie about the matter, it is impor- 
tant for everyone to exercise unus- 
ual care as to health and all should 
aid in every way to prevent the 
spread of the epidemic and to combat 
it wherever it appears

SECRETARY LANSING REPLIES 
TO OEBM AJ Clf A WC?Rr.TOB. 

"Sir: I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge on behalf of the President 
your note of October 6 inclosing the 
communication firom the German gov- 
ernment to the President, and I am 
instructed by the President to re- 
quest you to (make the following com- 
munication to the Imperlel Oarman 
Chancellor: 

"Before making reply to the re- 
quest of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment and in order that that re- 
ply should be as candid and straight- 
forward aa the momentous interests 
involved require, the President of the 
United States deems it necessary to 
assure himself of the exact oManing 
of the ante of the biparlal Ghan- 
oellor. 

"Does the Imperial Chancellor 
mean that the Imperial German Gov- 
ernments accepts the terms laid down 
by the President in his address to 
the Congress of the United States on 
the 8th day of January last and in 
subsequent addresses, and that its ob- 
ject in entering into discussion would 
be only to agree upon the practical 
details of their application? 

"The President feels bound to say 
with regard to the suggestion of an 
armistice that he would not feel at 
lilNnrty to propose a cessation of arms 
to the gorenunanta with which the 
govempieat of the United States is 
associated against the Central Pow- 
ers as long as the armies of those 
powers are upon their soil. The good 
faith of any discussion would mani- 
festly depend upon the consent of the 
Central Powers immediately to with- 
draw their forces O f ar y w h ere from 
invaded territory. 

"The President also feels that he 
is justified in asking whether the 
Imperial Chancellor is speaking 
merely for the constituted authorities 
of the empire who have so far con- 
ducted the war? He deems these 
questtoaa Ttlal from every point of 
view. 

"Accept, sir, the renewed a8s^r- 
aaee of my high consideration.

SIXXY-IX)tJB MISSING IN PERTH 

MMBO fCMsm am. 

PERTH AMBOY, N. J., October 8. 
— Sixty-four men are missing and 
325 of the 700 buildings of the T. 
A. Gillespie Loading Company plant 
at Morgan, N. J., were destroyed in 
the fire and explosions thet swept 
the big shell factory on Friday and 
SaturSty, according to an official 
statement made oy Thoams A. 
Gillespie, President of the corpora- 
tion, here Monday afternoon. 

Gillespie declared that tim labor 
camp, consisting of 40 buildings, is 
practically intact and that the power 
house, docks, traffic system tteough 
the works and the storage warehouses 
and magazines had not been damaged 
to any great extent. The statement 
was issued after the head of the com- 
pany, with United States army au- 
thorities, had made a complete survey 
of the plant. 

The initial explosion probably oc- 
curred in a shell loading room and 
was possibly caused by an "inadver- 
tent act on the part of one of the 
operators," says the statement. The 
theory that it occurred in the amatol 
kettles or the TNT service magazine 
is scouted. 

Mr. Gillespie announced that re- 
construction of the hug^ phmt had 
already been started. 

The first explosion, according to 
the statement, occurred about 7:40 
o'clock Friday night in the No. 1 unit 
of the six-inch shell plant, where 76 
men were at work. Twelve of these, 
including two Government inspectors, 
are accounted for. The bahoiee are 
missing.

Sergt. LAwrence James writes 
(ram Fimnoe to his mother, Mrs. Mol- 
m J tm m , in this eUj, under date 
nC Aagt ft, M iBBofini: 

"In France. 

Daiwt SfodMr aad Fapnily: How 
IR tte world are jov? Haven't had 
bvt one letter from the U. S. A. since 
I've been over here, and I suppose it 
is due to the fact that none of you 
have my correct address. I do-n't re- 
laember of giving it to anyone but 
you. and probably the letter I sent it 
in did not reach its destination, as 
those thiMPi (tatnently happen now. 

1. do Bot havo much time for let- 
ter wrttfBS BOW, aad* ovoa if I did. 
there woold mat he amch to tell, ex- 
cept to d ee e r t be the parte of France 
and the peculiaiftieB in the manners 
and the customs of the people. Any- 
thing else of interest that I might 
mention would certainly be cut out 
by the censor. 

"First, I had better tell you that 
I am all together, aad feeling bet- 
ter than I have ever felt ia all my 
me. Am VBttlBff pleatj to eat and 
my hed woald make am Oetermoor 
mattrcws aehamed to eay that ft was 
a member of the mattress family. 
You see, I am living with a French 
family, and every family I have .-^o 
far stopped with has the same kind 
of beds, large feather ones and plenty 
of pure iambs wool blanivets. There 
:;r<* two madamoiselles. one liitle 
girl and the madam in this fs^nily. 
and while I cannot parlez vous 
Francaise very nuich we jmanage to 
get along fint ly by making signs and 
iMftng the little French I know, and 
the little English they know. 

•t)ae of the medimnteeilee spends 
ea hoar with me and a Preach and 
English dictionary every evening, 
and she says that in four months I 
will be speaking good French. She 
riitche.-- the English language very 
>\. 11. too. I have taken quite a fancy 
to the little girl, whose name is Mar- 
celle. She is a pure French type — as 
pretty as any picture one has ever 
gazed upon, coal black hair, dark 
complexion with real rosy cheeks, 
and possesses an unusually good set 
teeth, something very rare in a 
French person. They know not a 
thine ahoot hnnhlnc their teeth, and 
ther cm ftt ne with wwditwii eyes 
ae we p eiftwi n tho o per ation every 
moraine, noon and night. I bought 
Ibtrcelle a tooth brush and a tube 
of Colgate's paste, and finally per- 
.suaded her to do as I did by giving 
her a france. Now since she has got- 



ten started it takes all my extra 
francs to keep her ia tooth paste, as 
she likes the teste of it and uses the 
brush about every hour. 

"The last town I was in one of the 
Frenchmen invited several of the 
boys to accompany him on a wild 
boar hunt, which they did. The 
thing which struck me as being pe- 
culiar was that the Frenchman ar- 
rived on the spot dressed as if he 
were going to a ball or a stag sup- 
per instead of hunting. The other 
times I had seen him he was rather 
roughly dressed, shoes not shiaed, no 
collar or coat, and his trousers not 
pressed. But for the hunt he came 
out in a psir of patent leather shoes 
shined so you eould see your reflec- 
tion in them the seme as in a mir- 
ror, a pair of plaid trousers with a 
crease as sharp as a razors' edge 
running down the front and sides, a 
dark coat, white shirt and cuffs, a 
fancy vest, collar and necktie on, 
and one of those hats turned up on 
one side and down on the other. The 
boys who went with him said that he 
wanted the wild boars to hunt him 
instead of he hunting them, and so 
they left him and roughed it in the 
real American way. 

"The people I have met so far I 
like very much. They are good-heart- 
ed and mo^t hospitable, but their j 
small knowledge of business and efli- j 
cit ncy is appalling. Of course they 
know enough to rliarge an American 
a couple of fiances more for any- 
thing than the ordinary price would 
be, and that sort of thing, but when 
it cofmes to harvesting the crops and 
things like that, the wheat crop, for 
instance, the men use a hand scythe 
for cutting it, and It Is picked up by 
another who follows along, and tied 
into bundles. It Is then loaded on 
wagons, brought to the hams and 
threshed by an old-fashioned hand 
flail, in some instances, some of the 
more prosperous farmers using a 
threi^hing outfit propelled by horses, 
tread mill style, you understand. 

"Taking a bath is a wonderful pro- 
position over here, too, and it is no 
wonder the peasantry do not bathe 
oftenet* than they do, which is twice 
a year, at the beginning of summer 
and at the finish of the summer. So 
far. I have had two sinee I have been 
over here, and my only reason for 
taking them was si,mply because I 
could not do without them. The first 
one was O. K., but the one I took yes- 
terday was one to be remembered.

'Camp Taylor, Oct. ^. 

"Dear NEWS: This is Sunday 
again, the day to write my weekly 
war letter. Tliis time I have a start- 
ling bit of news — ^the war is still go- 
ing on, seoordlns to oflEiciid advices 
just reoelTed. ^rhaps your renders 
will be Interested to know that. On 
account of the military censorship 
and the dignity of my rank as pri- 
vate, I cannot give out anything for 
publication on the exact date when 
the darn affair will e-nd.

So one of the first moves when 
a new bunch comes to the camp is to 
go 'souvenir-hunting,' and get 
enough of all these things to last un- 
til the next draft.

Prof. Booth, of Richmond, repre- 
senting the above school, was in 
Paris, Wednesday. His mission is to 
secure the co-operation of school 
people and all other parties inter- 
ested in education to check the ten- 
dency toward the alarming and in- 
creasing situation of a shortage of 
teachers. There are hundreds of 
children in Kentucky who shall suf- 
fer this year for lack of instruction. 
Unless something Is done the future 
presents erai a darker picture. 

Prof. T. J. Ooates. President of 
the a!>oye school, bss erolved a plaa 
which seems feassble aad praetleable 
and based upon reason and eommon 
sen.se. It is this: He says to the 
County and City Superintendents, 
"You know how many new teachers 
you need annually. Next year you 
perhaps will need more than hereto- 
fore. Now. you cannot expect to get 
flour from a mill unless you first send 
the grain, neither can you expect to 
receive teachers from a Teachers' 
Training School until you have first 
sent a suflBcient amount of proper 
material to the same. Therefore, 
send us the material and we shall 
send you back teachers. You are 
the guardlSB of children in your 
county aad elty. The Eastern Ken- 
tucky State Normal School Is like- 
wise your school. TherefcHre. the re- 
sponsibility is on you. What are you 
going to do about it? We believe 
that you will measure up to the im- 
perative demands of the hour." 

This seems to be reasonable and 
the people of Kentucky will wait pa- 
tieently to see large results.

GOVERNOR JAMES B. MXREARY. 



FOEMEfi, GOVEBNOB McCB£A£Y 
PASSES OVER GREAT DIVIDE. 



RICHMOND, KY., Oct. 8. — James 
B. McCreary, twice Governor of 
Kentucky, six years a Representative 
of his Slate in the United States Sen- 
ate and for several consecutive terms 
a member of the lower house of Con- 
gress, died at his home here to-day 
after a brief illness. 

Mr. McCreary was 80 years old. 
He was a member of the fiftieth, 
fifty-first, fifty-second, fifty-third and 
fifty-fourth Congresses and was elect- 
ed to tiie United States Senate in 
1902. Hie llist election as Governor 
of Kentucky was In 1875. Thir^- 
six years later he was acato a suc- 
cessful candidate for the same office. 
He was formerly president of the 
American Peace Society and was a 
delegate to the ];>eace conference at 
The 



He had the distinction of harlng 
occupied a place of prominence in the 
affairs of the State fbr a length , of 
time probably not exceeded by any 
man in the history of the oonutton- 
wealth.

"James Bennett McCreary, United 
States Senator, Kentucky, 1903-9; 
birth place, Madison County, Ky., 
July. 1838, son of E. R. and S. B.

ending Saturday night claimed the 
heaviest toll of victims and deaths 
among the American troops in army 
camps and stations that has yet been 
recorded in a single day. 

The number of new cases of in- 
fluenza reached the high total of 
17,383. This shows an increase of 
nearly 5,000 more than reported for 
the previous 24 hours. The new cases 
of pneumonia numbered 2,141, 
whereas the figures for the day be- 
fore were 

The deaths reported aggregated 
643, which is the largest number of 
casoalties from the disease by more 
than 260 in any single twenty-four- 
hour period since this beginning of 
the contagion. 

The reports received at the office 
of the Surgeon General further in- 
dicate that the malady already has de- 
veloped most threatening proportions 
in the Middle West and is rapidly 
approaching the Pacific Coast. 

For the time being the national 
menace presented by the epidemic has 
caused the Surgeon General of the 
army, the United States Public 
Health Service and the Red Cross to 
be placed in practical command of 
America's war activities. 

Their combined energies, extend- 
ing from the national capital in a 
nation-wide health and sanitation 
warfare against the spread of the 
malady, are being directed to accom- 
plish these three major purposes: 

1. To keep up the supply of 
American troops to General Kndiing 
in undiminished numbers. 

2. To maintain without diminu- 
tion the vast war work being carried 
on at the shipping yards, munitions 
plants and kindred industries. 

3. To safeguard the health of the 
civilian population so as to prevent 
any undue interference witii the gen- 
eral "win-the-war" program, includ- 
ing the fourth liber^ loan, m which 
the high-spirited co-operation of 
every citizen is vital. 

With respect to the first main 

groblem General March, Chief of 
taif, nade the gratifying poMie an- 
novBeement Saturday that there has 
been no redvetioii in the namber or 
speed with which o«r re-enfoieeinents 
for Geneml Penhbag are -being sent 
across tiie sea. 

''The shipping of American troops 
during the last month/' said General 
March, ''has continued over 250,000 
despite the general epidemic of in- 
fluenza all over the country, in mili- 
tary camps as well as in civil life. In 
sending men abroad we are selecting 
men who have neither had the disease 
nor been exposed to it. This has 
made necessary some readjustments, 
but the flow of troops is, as I have 
stated, over 250,000 for the past 
month." 

General March further announced 
that the entire number of troops em- 
barked from the United States is now 
more than 1,850,000. 

Calls for assistance were received 
from Chicago, Minneapolis and other 
cities of the Middle West, showng the 
course of the epidemic, and its 
further rapid progress to the coast 
is now aerionsly threatened. 



Influenza germs that are ravaging 
the United States are the descendants 



of influenza germs that baffled the 
doctors in the year 1403. 

They appeared first in Italy, and 
doctors of that period attributed the 
disease to the influence of the stars. 



Influenza has scourged the world 
often since then. 

In 1567 the sittings of the Paris 
law courts were suspended on aecomit 
of it; in 1427 sermons in churches 
were suspended because of the nees- 
ing and coughing; in 1610 messss 
could not be sung. 

There were epidemics of influenza 
in 1580, 1676, 1703, 1732 and 1737, 
and when they stopped earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions were given the 
credit. Descriptions of the symptoms 
correspond exactly to the symptoms 
present in influenza victims today. 

After a long rest, influenza reap- 
peared suddenly in 1899. Although 
scattered epidemics were reported in 
Central Asia, Canada and Greenland, 
in May of that year, and the disease 
started its march around the world in 
the middle of October from Tonidt. 
in Siberia, and, therefore, became 
known as Russian influenza. 

By the end of October it reached 
Petrograd. During November all of 
Russia became affected and cases 
were reported in Paris, Berlin and 
London. By December all of Europe 
was in the clutches of influenza and 
also a large area of the United States. 

The back of the epidemic was not 
broken in Europe and the United 
States until March, 1800, but it con- 
tinued its progress around the world. 
By the end of the year it had 
ed the entire globe.

would try to build up inside of your- 
self a whole group of faeliaKS for 
the United States the same as you 
felt towards the Fatherland when 
you left Germany. There have been 
a good many Germahs before me in 
the last month. It has been an im- 
preesiTe trfal. They have lived in 
this country, like yourself, ten, twen- , 
ty, thirty, forty years; and they had 
to give their evidence through an in- 
terpreter. And as I loolced at theon 
and tried as best I could to under- 
stand them, there was written all 
over every one of them, "Made in 
Germany." American life had not 
dimmed that marlc in the least. It 
stood there as bright and fresh as 
the inscription upon a new cola. I 
do not blame you and these men 
alone. I blame myself. I blsfme my 
country. We urged you to come. 
We w^eomed you; we gave you op- 
poitunity; we gave you land; we con- 
ferred upon you the diadem of 
American citizenship — and then we 
left you. We paid no attention to 
what you have been doing. 

And now the world war has thrown 
a searchlight upon our national life, 
and what have we discovered? We 
find all over these United States, in 
groups, little Germanics, little Ita- 
lics, little Australias, little Norways, 
little Russias. These foreign people 
have thrown a circle about them- 
selves, and, instead of keeping the 
oath they took that they virould try 
to grow Americaa souls inside of 
them, they have studiously atrivea to 
exclude everything American uid to 
cherish evenrthing foreign. A clever 
gentlejman wrote a romance called 
"America, the Melting Pot." It ap- 
pealed to our vanity, and through all 
these years we have been seeing 
romance instead of fact. That is 
the awful truth. The figure of my 
country stands besi-de you to-day. It 
says to me: Do not blame this man 
alone. I am partly to blame. Pun- 
ish him for his offense, but let him 
know that I see things in a new light, 
that a new era has come. Punish 
h^ to teach him, and the like of 
him, and all thoae who have been 
Misled by him and Ids like, that a 
change has come; that there must 
he an tnterpreflition anew of the 
oath of allegiance. It has been in 
the past nothing but a formula of 
words. From this time on it must 
be translated into living character* 
incarnate in the life of every foreign- 
er who has his dwelling place in our 
midst. If they have been cherish- 
ing foreign history, foreign ideals, 
foreign loyalty, it must be stopped, 
and they {must begin at once, all over 
again, to cherish American thought, 
American history, American ideals. 
That means something that is to be 
done in your daily life. It does not 
mean rimply that you will not take 
up anas against the United States. 
It goes deeper far than that. It 
means that you will live for the 
United States, and that you will 
cherish and grow American souls in^ 
side of you. It {means that you will 
take down from the walls of your 
homes the picture of the Kaiser and 
put up the picture of Washington; 
that you will take down the picture 
of Bismarck and hang up the pic- 
ture of Lincoln. It mean.s that you 
will begin to sins American songs; 
that you will begin earnestly to study 
American history; that you will be- 
gin to open your lives through every 
avenue to the Influence of American 
Ufa. It meaaa that you will begin 
flrst of all to learn SagliBh, the lan- 
guage of this country, so that there 
may be a door Into your souls through 
which American life ynay enterl 

I am not so simple as to entertain 
the idea that racial habits ahd quali- 
ties can be put aside by the will in 
a day, in a year, in a generation; but 
because that is difficult is all the more 
reason why you should get about it 
and quit cherishing a foreign life. 
If half the effort had been put forth 
in these foreign communities to build 
up an American life in the hearts of 
these foreign-born citizens that has 
been put forth to perpetuate a for- 
eign life, our situation would have 
been entirely different from what it 
is to-day. You have violated your 
oath of allegiance in this: You have 
cherished foreign Ideals <and tried to 
make thepi everlasting. That is the 
basic wrong of these t h o us a n ds of lit- 
tle islands of foreigners that have 
been formed through our whole lim- 
its, that, instead of trying to build up 
an American life in them, they have 
striven studiously from year to year 
to stifle American life and to make 
foreigness perpetual. That is dis- 
loyalty. And the object, one of the 
big objects, of this serious proceed- 
ing in this court, and other like pro- 
ceedings In other courts, is to give 
notice that they must be stopped. 

I have Been before gny eyes another 
day of Judgment. When we get 
through with thle war, and civil lib- 
erty is made safe once more upon 
this earth, there is going to be a day 
of judgment In these United States. 
Foreign-born citizens and the institu- 
tions which have cherished foreign- 
ness are going to be brought to the 
judgment bar of this Republic. That 
day of judgment looks more to me 
to-day like the great Day of Judg- 
ment than anything that I have 
thought of for many years. There is 
going to be a separation on that day 
of the sheep from the goats. Every 
institution that has been engaged in 
this business ot making foreigness 
perpetual in the United States will 
have to change or cease. That is go- 
ing to cut deep, but It Is coming. 

I reeogniae the right of forelgn- 
bom cttlsens to hear their reUgioa, if 
they cannot understand it In Eag- 
lish, spoken to them In the tongue 
that they can understand. If they 
have not yet acquired enough Eng- 
lish to read, they are entitled to have 
a paper that shall speak to them the 
language that they can understand. 
I cannot go further than that. And 
this is the capital thing that is going 
to be settled on that day of judg- 
aieot, namely, that the right to those 
things is temporary, and it cannot 
be enjoyed by anybody who Is not 
willing to regard it as temporary 
and to set about earnestly making 
the time of that enjoyment as short 



as possible. That meano a fusdar- 
jmental revision of these foreign 
churches. No freedom of the press 
In iHese United States. It won't pro- 
tect any press or any church which, 
while it is trying to meet a tem- 
porary^eed. does not set Itself earn- 
estly about the business of making 
that temporary situation just as 
temporary as possible, and not mak- 
ing it, as has been true in the past, 
just as near perpetual sa possible. 
Men who are not willing^ to do that 
will have to choose. If they prefer 
to cherish foreign ideals, they will 
find, if necessary, we will cancel 
every certlfloate of eitlsenshlp In 
these United States. The Federal 
Government has power to deal with 
that subject and it is going to deal 
with it. Nothing else than that 
surely can be poeslble. Ahd the ob- 
ject of the sentence which I pro- 
nounce upon you to-day is not alone 
to punish you for the disloyalty of 
which you have been guilty, but to 
serve notice upon you, and the like 
of you, s/ud all of the groups of peo- 
ple in this district who have been 
cherishing foreignness, that the end 
of that regime has come. It is a call 
to every one of you to set about 
earnestly the growing of an Ameri- 
can soul Inside of yon. 

The Court finds and adjudges that 
you are guilty under each count of 
the indictment, and as a punishment 
therefor it is further adjudged that 
you be imprisoned In the Federal 
Penitentiary at Lieaven worth for the 
term of three years. The sentences 
under the three counts of the indict- 
ment are to run concurrently and not 
successively.

A request has been issued by the 
United States Food Administration 
to save all peach stones, prune pits, 
4hle seeds, Braxil nut shells, plum 
pits, apricot pits, walnut shells, 
olive pits, butternut shells, cherry 
pits and other such rofuse. 

Merchants have been applied to by 
the Food Administration to help this 
saving. They have been asked to 
have receptacles placed in their 
stores, accompanied by a sign or 
placard calling attention to the Gov- 
ernment's request A box has been 
placed by Dr. and Mra. Frank M. 
Paries, in front of the law offlce of 
Judge Harmon Stitt, on Broadway, 
and others should be placed at con- 
venient places throughout the dty 
for the same purpose. 

The Government gives this reason 
for asking the saving of stones, etc. : 
the best gas masks will save 
our soldiers fropi a painful death. 
These masks cannot be made without 
good chareoaL Wood charcoal has 
proved deftdeat The necessary 
charcoal can. be made from the shells 
and pits Indleated above.
